On October 28,1955 USA WILLIAM B* BANE made available his file regarding 
A« ,F* (AL) CANHELL which he had received that date from the Federal Housing 
Administration* In view of CANY/ELL 1 s activity in politics and especially 
in view of his having headed the Washington State Un-American Activities 
Committee in the past the writer felt this information should be made 
available to the Seattle office. 

By letter dated October 26,1955 from IJr* C, W* BROOM, operations division, 
Federal Housing Administration, 460 Dexter Horton Building, Seattle, Wn* 
USA WILLIAM B* BANE was forwarded the Title I file of the FHH on A* F* 
CANY/ELL their $iCP No* £-057604 for action to force collection by the 
United States Attorneys office of a Title I FHA loan made to CANWELL 
2/22/52 in the amount of $687.45* 

The FHA file reflected that the amount still owing by CANWELL on this loan 
is $407*98 which amount has been owing since 7/17/53* ^ file contained 
the following note from Mr* E. R. HANSON, Title I representative, « Debtor 
has equity in farm of approx. $2*000*00* Account has been in default since 
Feb* 10,1953* All collection possibilities exhausefied by Title. I 
Representative* Believe only way to collect is thru D*J* action* w The 
file containes another note by HANSON in writing to Mr* J. C. RUSSELL, 
Chief Field Collection Supervision Unit, Federal Housing Administration, 
Washington 25. P#C*, "Request is made for blue binder in above case* This 
is a case where there .are assets and debtor does not pay* Case is being 
prepared to direct delivery to the U*S # Afcbofcney*"

Debtor has farm which is free and clear and worth $2,000* Debtor *s political

The file contained a report on A. F. CANY/ELL prepared by the Spokane Credit 
Men's Rating Bureau received by the FHA. 8/15/55 which reflected the following 
information: Mr.- ALBERT F. CANWELL, wife MARSINAH, Route 5 Spokane, Yfa. 
Records in the Credit Bureau files since 1928 and reflected that CANWELL 
had resided in Spokane, ffh. for years in a good residence and neighborhood, 
permanent resident, age 49, married with dependants being wife and 4 dependants. 

The Credit Bureau report indicated CANHELL had pcevi ously resided at E. 123 - 
i«t 12th, W. 909 Shannon and N. 1925 Monroe Street Sppg 
presently self employed as a farmer since 1951 being 
as a deputy sheriff, painter, and by the Press Club ajid Upper 
Conference.

Conference* The report reflected that CANWELL f s employerSs opinions of him 
were good, that his character* habits, morals etc* were good* reputation of 
his friends and associates were good and no suspicion of liquor or narcotic 
traffic* The report continued that CANWELL's record of thrift was fair* 
employment steady* did not move frequently* had no record of income from 
monthly employment or business* income was seasonal and that income of wife 
or other members of the family was n<£ known* The report indicated CANWELL 
owned his home and his bank experience was good*

It is to be noted that the property of CANWELL is referred to as tog 
being valued at $2000.00 and $3500.00 while in the opinion of USA 
WILLIAM B* BANK this property is probably worth ten times fehis amount. 

The FHH file contained no additional information of any value.

On 2/20/56 Mr, Kimball Jack, Vice President, Washington Water Power 
Company, Spokane, Washington, called at the Spokane R. A. and advised 
that his company has been approached by Al Canwell to join in an 
organization that would investigate alledged Communists and trouble 
makers in the WWP Company as well as conduct investigations of 
f^ational institutions to determine if a Communist Cell was in operation 
W»wff»ffMff§ff in schools of the state. Jack advised that this would 
apparently be the main objective of the organization to obtain information 
regarding alledged subversives which would be furnished to the companies 
which would in turn be furnished to the FBI, Jack went on to state* 
he really couldn't see the value in such a plant for the Washington 
Water Power Company, but that if it would be of value to the country 
or to, the FBI the company did not want to turn it down. Jack stated 
Canwell felt that $200,00 a month to start with from the Water Power 
Company would be sufficient, but would probably cost more later on, 
Canwell indicated that he expected to receive a total of about §5,000,00

Mr Jack wuBther stated that Canwell .indicated he was going to hire 
Barbara Hartle as an office worte r in his organization, 

Mr. Jack was advised that the FBI could not offer him advice as to 
whether he should join such an organization or not, but that the FBI 
always conducted their own investigations as to subversive activities. 
That the FBI would be glad to receive any information he might have 
concerning a Federal Violation,

The following is being reported for information and record purposes. 

Previous information has been reported reflecting that AL CANWELL is broke 
and unable to pay his outstanding bills. He has within the last couple of 
months had at least two suits filed against him in Spokane, County for past 
due bills and has a defaulted claim because of an FHH loan in the office 
of USA WILLIAM B. BANTZ. 

CANWELL has recently opened an office across from the Davenport Hotel in 
Spokane, Wn. in a building left to his wife and her* sister by their parents, 
CANWELL is attempting to work up a business of protecting the business men 
throughout the area in the matter of Communists in their employ etc. He 
indicated to a man at the Washington Water Power Company that he tried to • 
sell his ssrvice to for $250.00 per month and possible $500.00 per month 
depending on the amount of work he had for them that not only would the company 
be protecting themselves against Communists in their employ etc. but that the 
company would be doing the community a service through his organization keeping 
track of the Communists throughout the area, the. schools etc. 

CANWELL and ASHLEY HOLDEN, political writer from the Spokesman Review, called r A 
on BARBARA HARTLE with SIDNEY SWAIN the U.S.' Probation Officer.' CANWELL 
wanted HARTLE to work for him in his office and HOLDEN suggested to her the 
possibility of writing a book. BARBARA HARTLE is interested in neither of 
these proposals. 

CARL CANWELL as is known, brother of AL CANWELL, is Connisiiaaner of Public 
Safety, Spokane, Wn. The writer knows, that ffAL CANWSLL obtained the 
Identification record for PAUL EMERSON a Communist Party member in Spokane, Wn. 
through CARL CANWELL and the Spokane Police Department. In this regard 
AL CANWELL asked the writer <ff EMERSON had a. criminal record and was advised 
that the writer did not know. A day or two later CARL CANWELL asked Chief 
PHELPS to obtain the record of PAUL EUERSON so in the writers opinion there is 
no question that this was for AL CANWELL, however couM not prove it. 

In the writers opinion there is no question that AL CANWELL will obtain other 
identification records through his brother CARL CANWELL and the Spokane 
Police Department. Due to the relationships involved the entire situation 
is rather a touch/matter and the writer has cautioned all the agents at the 
Spokane, RA to be extremely careful of any conversation had with AL CANWELL.

I 
told him these two wer.e that it was common rumor that he was deep in 
debt and struggling around frantically to, try to find a way out and. 
that some of it was "cutting the corners".' In addition I told him we 
had had several inquiries concerning his talk about investigating 
Communism in the schools. • /^^^j^ZiO^.

CLARK advised CANWELL also stated he was working on 
behallfi of funeral directors in the state of Washington 
to combat the bad 'publicity given the funeral business 
by the book "The High Cost of Dying". 

CLARK'S purpose in contacting the FBI was to 
ascertain whether CANWELL f S organization was legitimate.
